Horfe and Dragoons at Stabroeck. The Generals 
Coehorn and Dedem, went yefterday to Liefken- 
fthoek and are return’d hither. 

Middleburg,, June 19. To day a Merchant arriv’d 
here’who came laft Wednefday from Antwerp, and 
on Thurfday pafs'd through the Enemies Army com- 
manded by the Marquefs de Bedmar 12000 Men 
ftrong, and which is extended from within a League 
of Antwerp to their Lines that run from Liefken- 
fhoek to the Canal of Sas van Ghent.
